The United States Geological Sur 
vey has Just published as Bulletin 
520-H a report on the mining and 
water supply at Fortymile, Circle, and 
Fairbanks district, Alaska, by E. A. 
Porter and C. E. Ellsworth. The estl 
mated value of the combined gold 
production 
of the 
JFtortymile 
Seventymile districts 
for 
1911 
$212,000, an increase of $12,000 over 
the output of 1910, due to the success 
of the two dredges on the headwaters 
of Fortymile river. The value of the 
gold production of the Fairbanks dis­ 
trict In 1911 is estimated to be ap­ 
proximately $4,500,000, a decrease of 
$1,600,000 from the output for 1910 
due mainly to the fact that most of 
the bonanza* of the camp have been 
worked out and the major part of the 
mining was confined to deposits 
of 
relative low grade. 
The Circle pre­ 
cinct in 1911 produced gold wPh an 
estimated value of $350,000, which ex­ 
ceeds that of any other year since 
1898. 
The increase was due entirely 
to the improved methods employed.

Th# east furnishes in the durian 
one of the etrangest of fruits. 
It 
has been called “the king of fruits, 
aa the orange Is the 
queen/* 
but 
there are many who entertain no lik­ 
ing for it 
There Is this difficulty about the 
durian, Its consumption presents the 
same obstacle to enjoyment 
as 
a 
ripe cheese. 
To eat a durian one 
must first 
overcome his 
sense of 
smell. 
The odor of the durian sug­ 
gests Limburger cheese, onion sauce, 
brown sherry and other incongruities. 
It has also been compared to the 
smell of a limekiln in full operation. 
The Malays are excessively fond of 
the fruit and those Europeans whose 
sense of smell Is not 
overdelicate 
contend that the durian is like rich 
buttery custard 
flavored 
with 
al­ 
monds. 
A British officer at Penang once 
dined a member of parliament about 
to leave for home. Among other deli­ 
cacies an overripe durian was placed 
upon the table. The guest, on being 
pressed to partake of It, declined. 
with this remark: 
It may have been very good last 
season, but lf you will excuse me, I 
would rather not venture on It now.**

STATE BANK OF 


PRUE ROBBED 


Oklahoma City, Oct. 14.—The list 


of irain and bank robberies, of which 
the daring rivals those of the .iDalton 
and James gangs, was added to Sat- 
urday. It was Oklahoma's fifth bank 
robbery last 'week. It "was committed 
j^t Prue, a station on the Katy, seven 
miles east of Osage Junction, Osage 
county, when a lone bandit entered 
the State Bank, shortly after it had 
opened for 'business in the morning, 
and, att (the point of a six-shooter, 
scooped $2,000 into a sack. 


He made his escape from the town, 


but two hours later was brought in 
by H. C. (Burk, a farmer living eight 
miles west, whose horse the robber 
had taken and -was making for the 
Osage hills. 


The robbery rwas one of the boldest 


perpeerated in years. 
J. >H. Dander, 


cashier of the bank, was alone in the 
building 
'When the robber entered, 


and the latter, poking his weapon 
over the counter, gave the command 
that >put 'Dander's hands above his 
head. Seeing the cash out of reach, 
the robber forced the cashier to hand 
it out. Aipparenitly no resistence was 
shown the robber in 'town.

and gave chase, and a short distance 
away overt oak and 'wounded the rob- 
ber and brought him back.

SCHOOL AMENDMENT 


To ill 
.Superintendents, Principals, 


Teachers, School 
Hoards, and 


Friend* of Education in 


Oklahoma; 


At the November election you will 


have the opportunity 
to adopt an 


amendment to the State Constitution 
that will place a common school edu- 
cation within the reach of every boy 
and girl in the state; that will make 
Oklahoma one of the most attractive 
states in the Union to the substantial 
farmer, 
laborer and business man 


with a family, and will redeem the 
pledges of both the Democratic and 
Republican parties made in the last 
campaign, namely: 


Democratic—"To 
lend 
sufficient 


state aid to enable every common 
school to run five five months in each

GOLD REPORTS OX ALASKA. 
The United States Geological Sur- 


vey has just published as 
Bulletin 


520-H a report on the mining and 
•water supply at Fortymile, Circle, and 
Fairbanks district, Alaska, by E. A. 
Porter and C. E. 'Ellsworth. The esti- 
mated) value of the combined gold 
production 
of the 
iFortymile and 


Seventymile districts for 1911 was 
$212,000, an increase of 112,000 over 
the oirtjput of 1910, due to the success 
of the two dredges on the headwaters 
of Fortymile river. The value of the 
gold production of the Fairbanks dis- 
trict in 1911 Is estimated to be ap- 
proximately $4,500,000, a decrease of 
$1,600,000 from the output for 1910, 
due mainly to the fact that most of 
the bonanza^ of the camp have been 
worked out and the major part of the 
mining was confined to deposits of 
relative low grade. The Circle pre- 
cinct in 19W produced gold wl»h an 
estimated value of $330,000, which ex* 
ceeds that of any other year since 
1898. The increase was due entirely 
to the improved methods employed.

Colonel and gave a cheer as* he ap- 
peared. As the party approached .the 
auto, Col. Roosevelt's companions 
stood asWe and he'stepped into the 
car. Martin entered directly behind 
him and sat on the further side of the 
car. 


Col. 
Roosevelt stood up, waving 


his'liat 4n ••anewer to the cheeers of 
the crowd. The assassin was stand- 
ing in the crowd a few feet from the 
auto. He pushed his iway to the side 
of the car and, raising his gun, fired. 


. Barely -Moves When Shot. 


.Martin leaped over the car a sec- 


ond after the bullet sped on its way. 
.Col. -Roosevelt barely moved as the 
shot 'Was fired. Before 
the crowd 


knew what had 
happened, Alartln, 


who is six feet tall and a former 
football player, had landed squarely 
on the assassin's shoulders and had 
borne him to the ground. 


-He threw his right arm about the 


man's neck with a deathlike 
grip, 


and with his left arm seized the hand 
that held the revolver. In 
another 


second he disarmed him. 


Col. Roosevelt stood calmly looking 


on as though nothing had happened. 
Martin picked the man up as though 
he were a child and carried him the 
few feet which separated them from 
the car almost to the side of the 
Colonel. 


"There he is," said Martin. "Look 


at him, Colonel." 


•This happened within a few sec- 


onds and Col. Roosevelt stood gaz- 
ing rather curiously at the man be- 
fore the stunned crowd realized what 
was going on. Then a howl of rage 
went up. 


"•Lynch him:" "Kill him!" cried a 


hundred) men. The crowd 'pressed .In 
on the man and Martin and Capt. 
Girard, who had followed Martin over 
the side of the car, were caught with

was carried without resistance out 
t>8 the reach of the crowd. 


"Not Hurt a Bit." 


"Are 
you hurt, Colonel?" a hun- 


dred voices called out. 


"Oh, 
no," responded he 
with 
a 


smile. "Missed me that time. I'm not 
hurt a bit." 


"1 think we'd better be jrolng on," 


he said to the other members of his 
party, "or we 'will be late." 


No one in 
the 
party, 
excepting 


Roosevelt himself, 
entertained 
the 


slightest notion that he, • the Colonel, 
had been shot. He felt no shock or 
pain at the time and it -was assum- 
ed that the bullet went wild. As soon 
as Col. -Roosevelt had assured him- 
self the assassin was safe 
in 
the 


hands of the police he gave orders 
to drive on to the auditorium. 


They had driven hardly one of the 


four blocks when John MeGrath, an- 
other of Col. Roosevelt's secretaries, 
uttered a sharp 
exclamation and 


pointed to the Colonel's breast.

Hobbs Raymond of Poland, who has

Last «pring, however, "the 
prosecuting attorney presented new- 
ly discovered evidence to the grand 
jury, with the result that Mrs. Ray- 
mond was indicted on a charge of 
murder in the -first degree.
